Lensman Book Vs Lensman Movie

Believe it or not, it was written in the fifties! 


Oh, I don't mean the original story from which the movie was taken....there isn't 
one, per se. But the original novels written by E.E. "Doc" Smith, a British SF 
writer, first published in 1957. They were excellant stuff, very over-the-top, a 
bit campy and corny, but fun beyond belief, and along with E.R. Burroughs Mars & 
Venus Callisto novels, form the standard against which Space Opera is measured 

to this day. 


Space Opera, for those of you unfamiliar with the term, is that type of SF that 
emphasizes action, adventure, and mind-boggling concepts over scientific authen- 
ticy. Star Wars is a prime example of the genre. This genre largely began with 
Triplanetary, the introduction to the Lensman universe. For those of you inter- 
ested in.reading them, the Lensman novels are: "Triplanetary", "First Lensman", 
"Grey Lensman", Second Stage Lensman", and "Children Of The Lens". Do yourself 


a favor.....read them, in order. | 


These novels bear a strong resemblance to anime even at first glance. Heros with 
deadly weapons, superhuman speed and strength, martial skills, and intergalactic | 
warfare on a scale of millions of vessels, with planets and even stars being used 
as weapons. It's hard to believe that they were written in the 50's when you read 
of "Q-Helix beams", force screens, and torpedoes composed of deadly Negative 
Matter. The panorama expands, movie-like before the mind's eye. This stuff was 


made for anime! 


Why then did the Japanese ignore a great deal of this wealth of material? Those 
anime fans who cringe at the thought of an American "Adaption" of a japanese show 
may feel vindicated. The japanese heavily rewrote the Lensman story for their 


theatrical version. 


The result is a spectacular, beautifully-rendered orchestra of light & sound that 
bears only a superficial resemblance to the source material. They did improve on 

a few things. I think I prefer their mecha designs (The Brittania was shaped like 

a giant teardrop in the books) and some of their character designs (Worsel was a 
15-meter snake with multiple eyestalks in the books), and the anime Chris has the 
prettiest butt i've ever seen, real life included! But there were many changes 

that I felt were unnecessary or ill-advised. 

My main beef is the changes in Kim's character. In the books he was a space-harden- 
ed veteran of many ‘Star Wars' and a member of the Galactic Patrol who braved the 


mysterious planet Arisia of earn his leans. He was tough and cool, not a likeable 
farmboy with a much-more-than-passing-resemblence to Luke Skywalker. 


Tt all boils down to this: I heavily recommend Lensman: The Movie to all anime fans. 
Tt has a wonderful blend of cel and computer animation, an exciting roller-coaster 
of a story, and characters that are entertaining and unforgettable. I do not rec— 
ommend it to purists, or to loyal fans of the Lensman novel series. Youwill be 


outraged!! _

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This disc is yet another of the many CDs that Kitty Record has put 
out based on the Urusei Yatsura television series. Released in if86, the 
producers have taken selections from the other BGMs L the series and nave fun 
them through various electronic instruments, such as synthesizers and sampling 
keyboards, producing something that somewhat resembles the original song, yet

for food. Ranma is angry that he was 
traded for only abowl of rice anda fish.

An Explanation 
by Dan Durkin 

If you have had the chance to 
watch any recent episodes of Ranma, 
you may have noticed some distinct 
changes in the show. These all-started 
back last September, about the period 
of time that we are getting to in our 
presentation of the show. Since these 
changes directly affect what you will 
be seeing, a brief explanation might be 
in order. | 

Sometime early in Ranma 1/2’s 
run, a legal dispute over something 
involving the “Ice Skating” episodes 
led to the temporary halt of the airing 
of these shows (They would eventually 
be run later on as episodes 7 - 9 of 
Ranma’s second season). The dispute 
must Nave been big enough to cause 
some major problems, because after 
the airing of the shows which introduce 
Shampoo, the studio produced a ‘re- 
Nash’ episode which abruptly put an end 
to the series. (Note: this was evident in 


the promo trailer, whichsimply had the 


characters saying good-bye). This was 
episode 18, which aired on September 
16, 1989. 

|twas soon announced that Ranma 
Would be back, but with a new studio, 
new key animators, and a new title: 
Ranma 1/2 Nettohen (Nettohen, loosely 
translated, means “excessively hot 
fighting”). The new series, starting 
over at episode 1, aired a mere five 
weeks later on October 20, 1989, The 
stress of taking over the show that 


quickly did show, however. 

To begin their problems, the show 
had no opening credits sequence, a 
problem that would not be solved until 
episode 7. Starting with episode 2, a 
noticeable drop in the quality of anima- 
tion (mostly in continuity; the flow of 
motion and similarity from one camera 
angle to the next) occurred. The studio 
did get a brief respite at the airing of 
the “Ice Skating” episodes (Nettohen 
episodes 7-9), but problems still per- 
sisted. The opening credits sequence 
was pulledafter episode 12, andfinally 
new key animators were brought in at 
Takahashi’s insistence. Since that time - 
(Nettohen episode 24), things have 
evened out, and the quality of the ani- 
mation has come back up to the-level of 
the ‘first season’. 

Despite these problems and dis- 
tractions, Ranma has still remained a 
very entertaining show, Keeping the 
integrity of the manga stories intact. 
Keep on watching, there’s awhole bunch 
of people you haven’t met yet!

Kei 
is about to argue with him but is shocked into full awareness instead when his face 
explodes and she is sprayed with blood. Kei is so stunned that she does not see the 
bartender aim a gun at her head. Yuri suddenly appears and puts a bullet through the 
bartender's brain. Police and an ambulance soon arrive, and Yuri has the assassin's 
gun analyzed by ballistics. Yuri tells her that the gun was the kind used by the Zahl 
Secret Police. 


Kei and Yuri go to Zahl S.P. headquarters, and Kei angrily grills the Chief, who _ 
repeatedly insists, truthfully, that he has no idea who the assassin was or that he or his 
organization had anything to do with Flight 005, or with Dornenschtem's 
disappearance... | : 


Back at the hotel, the Pair are informed that a small package has arrived for them. 
They assume it may be another trap, so they take some precautions against 
explosives, using mattresses to make a shield. Yuri discovers a bug attached to one of 
the mattresses, so Kei provides a distraction in the form of a loud radio. Kei is selected 
to check for boobytraps in the package. Finding nothing, they open the package and 
‘discover that it contains a letter from someone named Dick, as well as a small sample 
of a milky white chemical. The letter describes the chemical as "Ignahl Heat 
Repellent", and its potential value as a power source. Wanting to find out who is 
listening in, Kei uses the information in the letter to attract their listeners... 


Driving a Volkswagen hovercar back to the spaceport, the Pair are ambushed by a 
large truck with several laser cannons. Kei dodges the first barrage of laser bolts, but 
then the situation is complicated by the presence of several armored hovercycles. Kei 
calls Mughi for help. Yuri is able to Knock out a few of the hovercycles with her pistol, 
_but then their hovercar is damaged, and it explodes shortly afterward. The Pair run for 
cover and prepare to make a stand. Fortunately, Mughi arrives with the Lovely Angel 
and obliterates their attackers with an overhead barrage. The damaged truck is 
leaning precariously on the edge of a canyon. Yuri produces a tape recorder, and they 
attempt to get some information from the terrified driver. The driver tells them that a. 
secret agent of Dolz destroyed Flight 005, and kidnapped Dornenschtern and his 
family, but before he can say any more he is shot in the throat by a passenger, and the 
truck topples over the edge... 


Back on the Lovely Angel, the pieces continue to fall together. Dornenschtern's family 
could have been kidnapped to force him into cooperating with this organization, - 
whatever it is, and Flight C05 was probably destroyed and the passenger list erased to. 
prevent any vaiid explanation of their disappearance. At that point Goulet calls and 
provides them with more information about the ignahl Heat Repellent: when used ina 
nuciear fusion reactor, and applied in a certain way, lgnahl can provide the equivalent 


of nuclear power with only a tenth of the fuel normally required. However, it is a highly 
sensitive component, requiring precise balance to maintain stability. And since 
Dornenschtern is the authority on Ignahl Heat Repellent, this organization would want 
him there to run things, and the best way to get to him was to take a few hostages (his 
family), while destroying a ship to make it look like they were killed, so nobody would © 
take much notice. Since a secret agent of Dolz destroyed Flight 005, and the hijacking 
occurred after the plane left Dollz, it follows that whatever is taking place is happening 
in that area... 


It is a cold night on Dolz. As the Pair arrive, they receive a message that Dick wants to 
see them. Still not knowing exactly who he is, they plan appropriately. Yuri visits the 
given address alone. Upon entry, she is promptly restrained by an armchair outfitted 
with titanium bolts. Her captors identify themselves as the Dolz Secret Police, and 
further go on to tell her that the organization behind this whole operation is the 
infamous Lucifer Crime Syndicate. Sadly, dreams of power have corrupted them, and 
the idea of the power to be gained through this new fuel is beyond all previous scope. 
lf the fuel were used in a reactor that was linked to the weapons systems of a ship or 
space station, the potential for destruction would be incalculable. One of the agents 
aims a gun between Yuri’s eyes. But before anyone can shoot, Kei appears outside 
the window in an attack helicopter. From outside, the Syndicate commander, who has 
been monitoring all these events, fires a huge volley of missiles at the room. Kei is 
forced to pick Yuri up, chair and all, and carry her out through a hail of bullets. A few 
minutes later the fire department arrives, and firefighters armed with flightpacks move 
to fight the blaze. As Kei releases Yuri on the roof, they are joined by an anonymous 
fireman who throws two fire suits at their feet. Shortly afterward, the fireman carries © 
two suited figures down to ground level, shuffles them into an ambulance, and they 
drive away from the conflagration... 


Before long they are well away from the fire, and the man asks what they were doing 
there. They tell him they were looking for a man named Dick, and he startles them by 
announcing that he is Dick. He explains that he had known about the true nature of 
the disappearances and all that for quite some time, and that he was waiting for the 
right moment to act. The three of them formulate their plan of attack... 


A Mitsubishi supply truck races toward a Syndicate spaceport. The driver stops when 
he sees two bodies (Kei & Yuri) lying in the road. When he and his partner get out to 
investigate, they are sprayed with sleeping gas and dragged back to their vehicle. Kei, 
Yuri, and Dick don spacesuits and hide in the truck's cargo tank. The driver and his 


' partner wake up, look around, decide they must have imagined the whole thing, and 
drive on.. | 


There is a syndicate military space fortress orbiting Planet Dolz. The fortress is driven 
by a fusion reactor, using Ignahl Heat Repellent in Dornenschtern's special 
appication, and is equipped with heavy-duty lasers and various other armaments 
which draw their power alrectly irom the reactor... The unloading crew are startled 
when they are atacxed by three figures hicling in one of the cargo tanks. Yuri uses her 


multidirectional scanner to locate their first objective: a communications room. They 
proceed to the room unnoticed and make short work of the technicians. They locate 
Dornenschtern and his family, and then render the room useless. Finding a weapons 
room, they arm themselves with grenades and rifles. Dick outfits himself with an arm 
_ exoskeleton that increases the strength of his arms several times. Kei leaves an 
earring in a box of grenades: asa homing device... 


Kei goes after Dornenschtern, approaching him and quietly informing him of their plan. 
He starts to follow, then quickly turns back and removes a single fuel rod from the 
reactor unit, saying out loud that it needs to be looked at, and they speed away. 
Meanwhile, Yuri and Dick have located the family. Kei tells Mughi to home in on the 
earring she left behind and do as much damage as possible. At this point, 
Dornenschtern tells her that removing that fuel rod left the reactor unstable and that the 
fortress will blow sky high if the reactor is brought up to full power... 


Mughi's attack draws fire, and leaves heavy damage on the fortress as one missile 
strikes the ammunition dump and blows several holes in the fortress hull. The 
Syndicate commander demands immediate full power from the reactor, so he can 
destroy the attackers. The scientists note the unexpected increase in power, realize 
what is happening and run from the room in terror. Mass panic ensues as people fight 
for escape pods and ships, and very few actually escape the fortress alive. The 
commander does not leave, even as everyone around him charges out in panic... 


Various weapons have kept the guards at bay, but Kei & Yuri decide more drastic 
measures are in order. Kei lines a narrow tunnel with explosive tape, while Dick and 
Yuri temporarily seal a door. Everyone then grabs onto the walls, and Kei detonates 
the tape. The explosion breaks the tunnel away from the rest of the fortress, anda 
violent wind ensues as the atmosphere rushes out of that part of the fortress. Dick is 
nearly sucked out of the break, but he grabs onto the mangled structure of the tunnel. 
At that point, armed guards begin shooting at them with heavy-duty rifles. Dick is hit, 
and his exoskeleton is rendered useless. Kei begins shooting the arm claws away so 
he can free himself, but repeated firing from the guards prevents her from taking any 
real action. Suddenly a piece of the tunnel breaks away, separating Dick from the rest 
of the group. A stray bullet hits Dick and he is thrown into space. Kei tries frantically to 
grab him, but she misses, and Dick vanishes into the blackness. 


Mughi arrives with the Lovely Angel, and everyone boards. The frustrated Syndicate 
commander fires a laser shot at the Lovely Angel, but only destroys the section of 
tunnel they had recently been in. The Lovely Angel flies away from the station, and the 
commander follows, trying to destroy the ship. Just as his sights lock into place and he 
is about to press the trigger, the reactor overloads. As the Lovely Angel jets away, the 
fortress disappears in a spectacular thermonuclear explosion.

* Interest NOte : Having been 5 years since airing, this one episode has probably been the 
most commented on in various anime club newsletters. The bulk of which range 
from quite excellent commentary in convention program guides to exceptionally poor 
comment off the set synopsis. Having a variety of cross reference, I will more than 
likely highlight mainly from Scott Frazier's and Toren Smith's synopsis of the show. 
Being one of my favorite series, lI desire to present an authoritative Origional 
review and commentary. I will to the best of my efforts,Avoid presenting a PURE 
synopsis on the series episodes as we present them here. I myself being a VICTIM 
( being one of many ) turned off looking at a blank page of text, only being 
motivated to better comprehend what I was viewing. lI seek to eliminate the blank 
page syndrome ( no or little pictorial reference to index the synopsis at glance 
for the new viewer. ) I can do this for episode#l, but the Japanese monthlies anime 
zines predominately focused on 1 episode out of each month for the majority of - 
their pictorial coverage. So my efforts on this will be comprimised by what 
pictorial reference is available. lI ask that any one out there reading this 
who has any of the Japanese monthlies from Jan 1986 - March 1989 to contact me 
s0 1 may expand my pictorial reference on the series. As we continue on with, these 
synopsis/ reviews will be compiled into a series episode guide. 
* Commentators Emphasis: Maison~Ikkoku initially ran as a risk experiment by Kitty Films 
in the hope of boosting their ratings, since Urusei Yatsura's sagging 
(7:00 PM, Wed. Time Slot. Replaced by Dragonball... Toei Anime.) ratings began 
falling in latter 1984. This is due to the show was being comprimised by poor 
screenplaying from the Manga series; This resulted in a severe loss of the comedy 
element from poor handling. (Very deady for a comedy series to slowly convert 
to a dry and only mildly humorous show. ) | 
It is clear that the ratings (as of Maison episode #2) Jumped traumatically, 
However the ratings settled back somewhat around episodes #12-20 until the end 
of the series. This loss of viewers was percieved trivial enough to justify pulling 
the entire story from the manga series 1-15 mangas (Average 11 stories each) to 
fall into 96 story episodes. A few manga stories were altered or cut so as to 
tame the more ‘Risque " plot elements ( on TV) near the end of the manga (and TV) 
series. Rumiko's story on the whole {as seen in the TV series) remained virtually 
intact being translated into an animated IV series under the scutiny of few censors 
aware of what Rumiko was capable of delivering in her stories. Maison Ikkoku 
is one of Kitty Films shinier triumphs in the TV prime time slot. Much to the 
surprise of those watching the series (American fans as well as the domestic 
audience.) were relieved to see that Kitty for the most part... Didn't botch the 
series, It became one of the more popular series airing prime time at that time. 
It came through superb. 
* JT was not aware that I was capable of invoking such a massive jump of interest 
in this series, by way of my review of the episode we viewed at the Nov. meeting. 
I was informed that particular review revived (to a varing degree) fandom interest 
in the show. -Im 5-/ datferent clubs. Primarily from our newsletter subscribers 
across the continent and in various clubs, as well as this local arm of the AFO. 
Irregardless, I'm confident people are more than capable of enjoying the show 
on their own if allowed to absorb the series, If approaching the show with an 
"Qpen Mind" and leaving their bias packed in the garbage can.
